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Coblenz is the capital of the Rhenish province of Prussia 
and the seat of the civil and military government. It is 
beautifully situated at the confluence of the Rhine and Moselle, 
the banks of which are at this point clad with most charming 
scenery. It was founded by the Romans but was a place of 
little note until the Thirty Years’ War, soon after which it 
attained its present importance. 
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
